Anarchist Leaders. 


It is difficult for the average Amer- 
ican mind to grasp and understand the 
problem of anarchy as it appears in 
America, and the fact that many of the 
leaders of the Anarchist sect or party 
are men far above the average of in- 
telligence adds somewhat to the diffi- 


a whole. 

The anarchism with which we are, 
now conffonted first took shape after 
the great international convocation 
held in Londonin 1862. As a distinct 
sect, or party, it is an offshoot of the In- 
ternational movement. In Italy and 
Spain this party was kuown as the 
„Black Hand,“ and its members were 
termed Irreconcilables.“ 

In Germany, Austria and t&®e Scan- 
dinavian countries the ill-omened 
bantling of internationalism assumed 
the name of the Anarchist party, and 
from Germany and Austria that 
party and its theories were imported 
to the United States, where its 
insane ideas were promulgated 
not by a purely Anarchist organiza- 
tion, but by means of an auxiliary 
known as the International Working- 
men’s Association. 

The San Francisco section of the 
International was headed bya soured 
individual named Burnette G. Has- 
kell. Haskell was a dynamiter of the 
first order—at least with his mouth 
and pen. Heedited the dynamite or- 
gan, Truth,“ and quoted constantly 
at the head of his columns the price of 
dynamite and an approved formula for 
making bombs. 

The history of Haskell, and his grav- 
itation.to bombology, is peculiar, and 
may serve as a clue to account for the 
strange fact that many men of educa-. 
tion and talent are to be found among 
dynamiters and Anarchists. 

Burnette G. Haskell commenced life 
with the very brightest of prospects. 
He was well raised and finely educated; 
a great stickler for caste, and of a 
haughty and domineering nature. 

He entered the office of W. W. Mor- 
row, present Congressman from the 
Fourth District, as a law student and 
confidential clerk. While there he was 
elected captain of Company A, First 
Regiment National Guard of Califor- 
nia (Col. Dickinson), a company com- 
posed of young and wealthy Nob 
Hill bloods. 

Vainly endeavoring to keep pace with 
his nabob rank and file, Capt. Has- 
kell became financially involved. In 
an evil hour he laid hands on the 
treasure of the company, which, as cap- 
tain, he drew quarterly from the State 

When the void in the company’s 
cash-box grew beyond all further con- 
céalment, an investigation was had. 
Capt. Haskell was disgraced as a 
gentleman and an officer, as deserves 
to be the man who robs soldiers of 
tneir money. He forthwith lost caste 
in society. Dismissed from Mr. Mor- 
row’s service, he was arrested, charged 
with embezzlement. 

While the case was pending, a 
wealthy relative from the central part 
of the State came to San Francisco, re- 
funded the.embezzled money and con- 
doaed the felony with the pliable jus- 
tice-mongers of the Bay City. 

Such was the path that led Burnette 
G. Haskell to the ranks of the dyna- 
miters and anarchists. From that time 
on he has hounded with the rage of a 
wild beast the society of which he had 
been one of the most exacting leaders, 
and which had spewed him out. 

Huskell's case is cited simply to ac- 
count, in one instance, for the presence 
of a man of education, talent and good 
breeding in the camp of dynamiters 
and ararchists. Many persons note 
with wonder the fact that Spies, Par- 
sons, Fielden, Engel, Schwab amd 
other ferocious anarchists were no 
common men; but,on the contrary, 
men of mind, men of education and 


each separate chapter of those men’s 
lives could be turned back they would 
each have been found treading some 
such path as that which led the once 
aristocratic Haskell to declare war 
against God and God’s creation.

Trafalgar Square the Scene 
Bloodshed. 


The Police for a Time Overpowered by 
a Huge Mob. 


Cavalry and Infantry Called Out to 
Disperse the Rioters. 


The Bob Cheer the Nilitary—Desperate 
Between the Police and Reoaghs—Many 
Badly Injured om Both Sides— 

Some Vitriol Throwing.

Lonpon, Nov. Cable and Asso 
ciated Press.] T proclamation of Sir 
Charles Warren, head of the police, forbid- 
ding the holding of the meeting in Tra- 
falzar Square today, was placarded through- 
out London last night. At 8 o'clock this 
morning Trafalgar Square presented an 
animated appearance, owing to the con- 
tin arriving of bodies of police, small 

having been made from every dis- 
trict in the metropolis. Three hundred 
grenadiers were stationed in the barracks 
in the rear of the National Gallery. Police, 
to the number of 1500, tormed a hollow 
square four deepon the southern side for 
the purpose of protecting Trafalgar Square. 
Twenty-five hundred men were held in re- 
serve. There were double patrols in all the 
debouching streets. 

TROUBLE BEGINS. 

Until 1 o’clock tlre was no sign of a 
procession. Atthat hour groups, mainly of 
sightseers or roughs, began to assemble in 
the square, Wut squads of mounted police 
kept traffic moving and dispersed each group 
as it formed. During these charges there 
were a exeiting incidents. As the 
crowd thickened the police were compelled 
to use their batons. 

By 3 o’clock there was an immense con- 
course of people packed on the steps of St. 
Martin’s Church and Morley’s. Hotel, and 
on the roofs of houses in adjacent streets. 
The majority seemed be respectable 
people attracted by curiousity. The re- 
mainder were loafers of the worst classes. 
Several arrests were made about this time. 
Finally the various societies, Socialist, 
Radical and Irish, approached the square 
from many directions. The ers were 
headed by bands of music, and they carried 
banners and mottoes. The police attacked 
and dispersed each group as it arrived near 
the square. 

FIERCE FIGHTS 
took place on the Strand, Northumberland, 
avenue, Whitehall, Dalwall and other ad- 
jacent streets. One of the societies suc- 
ceeded in entering the square, but was re- 
pulsed after a bloody fight in which Com- 
moner Graham was seriously injured. Gra-

MANY PERSONS WOUNDED. 

About 200 citizens and forty policemen 
were injured. Fifty persons were arrested, 
among them being Socialist Burns. Some 
of the’ injured were well enough lo leave 
the hospital after treatment. One patient 
was dreadfully burned from vitriol squirted 
from a syringe. Another deelared that he 
was bayonetted. Two policemen were 
stabbed with knives. It was noticeable
